STRICKEN DOWN AT WAIKANE

Mad Gone to the Country Home for the Fourth.
Physkians Called From Town.
A Noble Maa.

Ome of Hawal's brightest and best
young men i3 gone. There {s ended
the life of one of the noblest char-
acter, one of large heart, high faith
and purest Instinets. To know that
Edwin A. Jones 1s dead will be to
many a stuggering blow, He was born
here, has grown to manbood in the
community and he was one whose ac-
quaintances became  warm
friends. It leasure and a priv-
llege to be on Intimme terms with
“Ned" Jones, For all no man had a
more cheery word or a heartier grasp
of the hand. Mr, Jones will he great-
Iy missed. He was actlve In a large
part of the great work for the good of
the community and no one man here
wis more to a grester number than
was “Ned"” Jones. The curtaln of
death has been lowered before a face
that many Joved, that all esteemed
as the countenance of one sincere, ear-
nest and deeply honest, Day In and
day out, year after year, “Ned"” Jones
wis just what he seemed to be—will-
Ing to be a friend and a friend worth
having. The grief stricken parents
are Mr. and Mrs, P. C, Jones, who
have the gympathy of the whole com-
munity in the loss of their only son.

Illnees came to Bdwin A. Jones on
the night of the Fourth of July, at
Walkane, the country home of the
family over the Nuuanu Pall, There
were showers in the evening when
Mr. Jones was coocducting a display
of fireworks for his children. ‘The
clothing of Mr. Joues became quite
damp and that night he had a severe
ehill, In the morning the phyaiclan
of the distret, Dr. Wood, was called,
and was an attendapt at least twice
a day untll the end, On Saturday
last, July 9, Dr. Wood telephoned to
the city for Dr. F. R. Day, for in the
meantime the case hnd beeome quite
serfons, though no one thought that
it would turn out to be fatal. Dr.
Day left town Saturday evening, but
did not rench Walkane till 2 o'clock
Sunday morning, on account of losing
his way after crossing the Pall and
feteling up at the home of W. G, Ir-
win at Waimanalo Sunday foronoon
noon Dr. Wood and Dr. Day conclud-
ed to send to the eity for further ns-
sistance. Drs. C. B. Wood and Geo,
Herbert were called. Mr. and Mra.
P. C. Jones went also, Drs. C. B
Wooid and Herbert were taken to the
Walkane home In a remarkably short
time, Hut “Ned” Jones was past all
human ald and n few minutes after
12 noon Sunday word  came  from
Whalkane that grim death had made
the eall which could not go unheaded,
but whieh found the one newly en-
rolled ready for It, hiz preparntion
having been mude long sinee and hav-
Ing been maintalned from his earliest

Mr. Jones had been the treasurer of
the Institution for several successive
years and was acknowledged to be the
best man that ever held the office,
Being convenlently located in the cen-
ter of the city he was in closer touch
with the financlal interests of the As-
sociation than most men could be,
Then he was earnest and careful, ever
watchful of the matters Intrusted to
him. 1t s worthy of note that during
Mr. Jones' incumbency, as treasurer of
the Y. M. C. A. there was not a t/me
when both ends falled to meet.

The funeral of the late Edwin Austin
Jones took place from the resldence in
Nuuanu valley at 3 o'cloek yesterday
afternoon, At the house a simpie ser-
vice was held and there wans merely
the reading of the Scripture and sing-
ing of two hymns at the grave, Mr.
Jones loved children, loved simplicity
and disliked ostentat.on in any form,
It was for that reason that the last
rites were simple and unobtrusive,

The casket occupled a position in
the center of the main parlor. It was
literally coverad with the beautitul
floral remembrances of friends, and

flowers were banked on elther side
of it. The room and the ne'ghboring
veranda were filled with people,
Rev, D, P. Birnle, of Central Unlon
church, conducted the services, He
rend selections from the seriptures
applicable to the ocenslon and then
offered prayer. Following this e maae
n very few remarks relative to the
triumphant Christian death of Mr,
Jones,
A quartette from Central Union
church cholr presented two hymns.
The volees were Mrs, Theo, Richards,
Mrs, Woodward, H. F. Wichman and
J. Q. Wood., Professor Ingalls pre-
w.ded at the organ,
The slow march to the eemetary was
sad, solemn and impressive, Rev. Mr.
Birnle led the way and was followed
by the hearse, relatives of deceased and
gorrowing friends,
The bank beside the grave was bur-
led beneath evergreens, malle, asters
and other flowers. Varl-colored carna-
tions hung thickly over each slde of
the grave, After the casket had been
lowered Rev. Mr. Birnle read the sen-
tences of the committal and closed
with the benediction,
